receiving a request to present information selected from a plurality of exarnples of 
infomiation; 

reading an identification token of at least one user; 

determining whether said user is authorized to be presented said infoimation; 

suppressing a confidential portion of a presentation of said infoimation when said user is 
detennined not to be authorized, but allowing said user to view a non-confidential portion of the 
presentatio n: and 

replacing a display of information on a screen with Bxxy confidential areas missing .

3. (Original) The method of claim 1, fiirther comprising: 
notifying a third party of said request, 

4. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 

presenting an alternate example of information when said user is determined not to be 
authorized.
